We intend to bring North Korea’s provocative and escalatory action before the UN Security Council
and call for new strong actions to hold the DPRK accountable.

The United States seeks only the peaceful denuclearization of the Korean peninsula and the end to
threatening actions by North Korea. As we, along with others, have made clear, we can never accept
a nuclear-armed North Korea.
